William  C.  Gulp 
Retires  Position 

William  C.  Gulp,  associate 
professor  of  geography  at  North- 
western has  announced  his 
retirement  effective  at  the  end  of  the 
summer  semester. 

A  member  of  the  Northwestern 
Department  of  Social  Studies  since 
1957,  Gulp  is  a  native  of  Arkadelphia, 
Ark.  He  also  taught  at  Northwestern 
from  1939  until  1942. 

Gulp  received  his  bachelor's 
degree  from  the  University  of 
Oklahoma  in  1935  and  his  master's 
degree  from  Louisiana  State 
University  in  1939.  He  ailso  did  ex- 
tensive post-graduate  work  at  LSU. 

Awarded  a  teaching  fellowship  at 
LSU  for  1935-through  1937,  Gulp 
returned  to  the  university  on  a 
National  Science  Foundation 
Faculty  Fellowship  in  1961-62. 

Following  three  years  on  the 
Northwestern  faculty.  Gulp  went 
into  the  U.S.  Navy  in  1942  and  was 
disdiarged  as  a  lieutenant  com- 
mander in  1946.  From  1946  until 
returning  to  Northwestern  in  1957, 
Gulp  owned  and  operated  a  music 
company  in  Norman,  Okla 

During  his  teaching  career.  Gulp 
has  written  numerous  articles  for 
professional  journals  and  also  wrote 
a  handbook  for  climatologists  which 
was  publi±ed  by  the  Soil  Gon- 
servation  Service  of  the  U.S.

The  widow  of  prominent  Mont- 
gomery businessman  Truitt  Weidon 
has  established  a  scholarship  fund  in 
his  memory  at  Northwestern,  where 
Weidon  excelled  as  a  student  and 
athlete. 

Mrs.  Linda  Weidon  and  North- 
western president  Dr.  Arnold  R. 
Kilpatrick  announced  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Truitt  Weidon  Memorial 
Scholarship  Fund.  The  fund  will  be 
obtained  through  the  breeding  and 
sale  of  quarterhorses. 

Northwestern 's  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  been  given 
possession  of  10-month  old  black 
stallion.  Pine's  Little  Joe,  and  four- 
year-old  dun  mare,  Gelia  San.  The 
animals  belonged  to  Weidon,  who 
was  a  well-known  quarterhorse 
owner  and  breeder. 

Dr.  Zoel  Daughtrey,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  said  all 
foads  of  Gelia  San  will  be  sold  by  the 
university,  and  proceeds  will  go  into 
the  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund.  In 
addition,  the  fund  will  be  further 
increased  by  proceeds  from  stud 
fees  for  the  stallion. 


Daughtrey  said  the  horses,  which 
will  be  kept  on  the  Northwestern 
farm,  will  also  be  shown  in  area 
horse  shows.  He  said  some  of  the 
offspring  from  the  mare  will  he  kept 
on  the  NSU  farm,  and  the  stallion 
will  be  used  to  breed  some  of  the 
mares  which  are  already  owned  by 
the  NSU  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Monies  received  by  the  Truitt 
Weidon  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund 
wiU  be  used  to  provide  scholarship 
grants  for  deserving  students 
enrolled  in  agriculture  and  for 
recruiting  new  agriculture  students. 

A  committee  of  faculty  members 
in  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
will  select  scholarship  recipients. 

In  addition  to  establishing  the 
scholarship  fund,  Mrs.  Weidon  also 
donated  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  library  at  Northwestern 
an  extensive  collection  of  American 
Quarter  Horse  Association  Stud 
Book  and  Registry  volumes. 

Weidon,  who  died  in  May  at  the 
age  of  31,  was  an  All-Gulf  States 
Conference  basketball  player  at 
Northwestern  in  the  early  1960's.

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Kilpatrick  Completes  Fifth  Year 
As  President;  Progress  Noted

Richard  Brown  Is 
Symposium  Guest 

Richard  G.  Brown,  assistant 
professor  of  social  sciences  at 
Northwestern,  has  accepted  an 
invitation  to  participate  in  an  in- 
ternational symposium  next  spring 
in  Ejigland. 

Selected  educators  from  across 
the  world  have  been  invited  to  appear 
on  the  program  for  the  symposium 
at  the  University  of  East  Anglia, 
Norwich  Ejigland. 

The  symposium  has  been 
organized  and  financed  by  the 
School  of  English  and  American 
Studies  at  the  University  of  East 
Anglia. 

Brown  was  selected  because  of  his 
dissertation  topic,  "Germany,  Spain 
and  the  Caroline  Islands,  1885-1898 
He  is  one  of  the  few  people  in  the 
world  engaged  in  research  on  19th 
century  German  Imperialism. 

The  Northwestern  professor  is  in 
the  process  of  completing  his  doc- 
toral dissertation.  He  is  working 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Glenn 
Terry  Harper  of  the  History 
Department  of  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi. 

Directing  the  international 
symposium  will  be  Dr.  Paul  M. 
Kennedy,  head  of  the  School  of 
English  and  American  Studies  at  the 
University  of  P'ast  Anglia. 
Presented  at  the  symposium  will  be 
15  articles  written  by  separate 
contributors  which  cover  the  major 
aspects  of  19lh  century  German 
Imperialism. 

BrowTi  will  contribute  an  article  on 
Die  Karolinen-  Frage,  1885  (The 
Caroline  Question,  1885)  or  on  the 
German  acquisition  of  the  Carolines, 
1889,  The  article  will  be  8,000  words 
but  uill.  in  addition,  include  a 
bibliographical  essay. 

Working  toward  a  Ph.  D.  degree  in 
Modern  European  History  with  a 
minor  in  Medieval  History  Brown 
will  use  as  his  basic  sources  for  the 
article      the    "German    Foreign 


Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick  com- 
pletes his  fifth  year  as  president  of 
Northwestern  this  month,  and  the 
half-decade  has  been  the  most 
progressive  era  in  the  long  history  of 
Louiaiana's  oldest  state  university. 

Kilpatrick  came  to  Northwestern 
as  dean  of  the  college  in  February  of 
1966  and  assumed  the  duties  of  the 
presidency  in  August  of  the  same 
year. 

In  Kilpatrick's  five  years  as 
Northwestern 's  chief  executive,  the 
picturesque,  916-acre  campus  has 
taken  on  a  new  look.  Kilpatrick  has 
created  a  fresh,  modern  image  for 
the  university  without  impairing  the 
school's  rich  87-year  heritage. 

Vast  improvements  in  the 
physical  plant  are  the  most 
noticeable  dianges  at  Northwestern, 
but  there  has  also  been  enormous 
progress  in  such  areas  as 
enrollment,  academic  programs  and 
student  services  in  the  past  five 
years. 

Since  Kilpatrick  became 
president,  building  projects  totaling 
nearly  $12  million  have  changed  the 
face  of  the  campus. 

Just  last  fall,  students  moved  into 
a  $2  million  Teacher  Education 
Center,  $1.7  million  Biological 
Sciences  Building  and  $1.2  million 
Physical  Education  Building.  The 
opening  of  the  three  buildings 
eliminated  classroom  and 
laboratory  shortages  which  had 
plagued  the  school  for  years. 

The  education  center  has  already 
received  awards  as  one  of  the  top 
four  educational  facilities  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  All  three 
of  the  new  class"oom  buildings  are 
ultra-modern  in  design  and  are 
lavishly-equipped  to  offer  the 
maximum  in  educational  op- 
portunities. 

Completed  three  years  ago  was 
the  massive  $3  million  Arts  and 
Sciences  Building,  a  216-room 
structure  which  is  one  of  the  largest 
classroom  buildings  in  I^uisiana. 
That  building  also  includes 
numerous  scientific  laboratories 
and  research  centers. 

Other  buildings  which  have 
sprung  up  in  Kilpatrick's  five  years 
as  president  are  a  new  president's 
home,  an  attractive  and  modern 
student  and  faculty  post  office  and

Brown  is  a  native  of  Converse  and 
received  his  bachelor  and  master's 
degrees  from  Northwestern  State.

Kilpatrick  takes  special  pride  in  a 
building  which  is  still  under  con- 
struction -  the  university's  new  $3 
million  library  which  will  be  one  of 
the  most  modern  educational  library 
facilities  in  the  South. 

Located  on  the  northwest  edge  of 
the  campus,  the  three-story  building 
will  hold  a  minimum  of  350,000 
volumes,  and  there  will  be  space  in 
the  facility  for  1,000  persons  at  once. 
Russell  Library,  the  existing 
facility,  has  been  overtaxed  for 
many  years. 

There  have  been  numerous  other 
improvements      since    1966   which 


remarkable  with  the  addition  of  new 
programs  of  study  and  the  ex 
pansion  of  others.  Tliere  have  beer 
vast  changes  in  the  academic 
programs  for  both  graduates  anc 
undergraduates. 

TTie  College  of  Basic  Studies  w; 
established  last  year.  All  first-yec 
students  are  in  the  new  collet 
which  was  set  up  to  provide  mor 
individualized  attention  an' 
counseling  for  freshmen. 

Northwestern  now  has  six  un 
dergraduate  colleges-Busines 
Education,  Science  and  Technology 
liberal  Arts,  Nursing  and  Basi 
Studies.  The  Northwester: 
Graduate  School  is  one  of  the  larges 
in  Louisiana. 

It  was  during  Kilpatrick's  fiv 
years  as  presidoit  that  the  doctor, 
and  specialist  programs  were  addt 
to  the  Graduate  School.  No 
thwestern  also  has  an  extensiv 
two-year  associate  degree  prograi 
which  has  taken  shape  in  the  lat 
1960's  and  early  1970's.  Academi 
departments  have  been  increase 
from  18  in  1966  to  30  today,  providin 
more  quality  instruction  for  NS 
students. 

Kilpatrick  has  made  a  concerte 
effort  to  make  Northwestern  a  mor 
enjoyable  university  home  for  i" 
students.  Two  of  the  most  popult 
changes  made  for  students  du: 
ing  the  past  five  years  were  th

lifting.  Residoice  halls  have  been 
renovated  and  air-conditioned. 
Parking  lots  have  been  built  and 
others  enlarged.  Dilapidated 
buildings  have  been  removed. 
Access  roads  have  been  constructed 
through  the  campus.  Badly-needed 
land-clearing  work  has  been  com- 
pleted on  the  southwest  side  of  the 
campus,  and  new,  plastic  theatre- 
type  seats  have  been  installed  in 
Demon  Stadium  and  Prather 
Coliseum. 

Kilpatrick's  accomplishments  at 
Northwestern  include  even  a  new 
name.  In  1970,  Northwestern's 
university  status  was  officially 
recognized  by  the  Ix)uisiana 
I>egislature,  changing  the  name  of 
the  institution  from  Northwestern 
State  College  to  Northwestern  State 
University. 

Growth  at  Northwestern  has  been 
evident  in  the  university's 
enrollment  just  as  it  has  in  the 
physical  plant.  When  Kilpatrick 
became  president,  there  were  just 
over  5.000  students  enrolled.  During 
his  tenure,  student  registration  has 
the    past    five  years  has  l)een  been
